well be expected that any thing less than a 

jong course Of rigid discipline should be 

able to produce such a permanent principle 
of moderation as will always be wanted 

amidst the means, and solicitations of indul g- 

ence. 

Accordingly we may observe that, as the 
race of mankind, being intended for a high- 
er station among the works of their Creator, 
are trained up for it by the trials and trou- 
bies of which the world is full; so also ma- 
ny a particular person, whom God hath de- 
signed to raise in this present life toan ex- 
traordinary degree of greatness, has in the 
wisdom of his Providence been exercised 
by aserics of afflictions, as remarkable as 
that advancement to which they have con- 
ducted him. 

You call to mind the example of that 
virtuous youth, who became the support of 
the old Patriarch’s famiiy, lord of all the 
land of Egypt, and a father to Pharaoh; but 
not till he had first tasted of the bitter cup 
of adversity, and seen himself both a prison- 
er and a slave. 

You cast your eyes upon that forlorn fu-

Labour, want, and pain, are the beaten 
road to greatness. And ‘it became him, 
for whom are all things, and by whom are all 
things, in bripeing many sons to glory, to 
make the captain of their salvation perfect

JUNor, DUKE OF ABRANTES, 

Generar of Division, Governor of Paris, 
&c. was born at Semur from whence he 
marched in i793, as 4 grenadier in one of 
the volunteer batallions of the department of 
the Cote-d’ Or; he Soon distinguished him- 
self by a degree of courage, which partook 
of rashness, and became in 1796, aid de camp 
to Bonaparte. Th this station he had fre- 
quent opportunities of displaying his courage. 
ea accompanied Napoicon to Egypt, and in 
= expedition to Syria, with about 300 
tench troops, against a large body of Turks, 











he fought the celebrated action, called the 
battle of Nazareth, in July 1800.—Junot ob- 
tained the command of Paris, and in Februa- 
ry, 1804, that of a division of the army of En- 
gland ; in August of the same year, he was 
appointed Colonel General of the Hussars, 
obtained in Febuary 1805, the grand cordon 
of the Legion of Honour, and afterwards 
that of the Portuguese order of Christ, 
which was granted to him by the Prince re- 
gent of Portugal, at whose court he was then 
ambassador. He left Lisbon on the renew- 
al of hostilities in 1805 and repaired to the 
army of Germany, distinguished himself at 
the battle of Austerlitz, and réturned to Lis- 
bon. : 

Junot soon abandoned the post of ambas- 
sador, and became commander in chief of 
the army, which marched against Portugal, 
of which he took possession without much 
opposition, and he was rewarded for this 
conquest by the title of Duke of Abrantes. 
He was not able to maintain himself long in 
that country ; the English having attacked 
and besieged him in Lisbon, he was obliged 
to capitulate the 30th of August, 168, Which 
be did in a manner very honourable to him- 
self and his army, which did not become 


satisfied and Junot for some time was 1n 
ee. and without any command —As 
the expedition to Russia obliged Bonaparte 
to employ all his brave and faithful servants, 
Junot was not forgotten; he obtained the 
command of the 8th Corps, at the head of 
which he distinguished himself on the 19th 
of August at the battle of Valentina, which 
was the last of his exploits. Afte? this dis- 
astrous campaign he returned to France, amd 
afterwards’went to the Illyrian Provinces of 
which he had been governor general for 
several years. He became sick there, and 
being delirious, in the height of his fever, he 
threw himself from the Window, in the month 
of August 1813,

A BRIEF nistory of the Orders of Knights 
of the Red Cross, Knights Temflars, and 
Knights of Maita, of the order of St. John 
of Jerusalem. . 

Continued. 

From the munificence of the Popes, the 
generosity of the pious princes and nobles 
of Europe, and from the gratitude of those 
opulent pilgrims, who in mometts of dis- 
tress had experienced their kind assistance, 
the Knights Templars had acquired such 
immense possessions in every kingdom of 
Europe, particularly in France, that their 
revenues often exceeded thie of the secu- 
lar princes. : 

Thus independent in their circumstances, 
and being fatigued with those unsuccessful 
struggles against the infidels, which they 
had maintained with such manly courage, 
they returned to their native land, to enjoy 
in peace and quiet the recompense of their 
trials. 

But like all men who are suddenly trans- 
ported from danger and fatigue, to opu- 
lence and ease, many of the Templars devi- 
ated from that virtuous course which they 
had hitherto pursued, and indulged too free- 
ly in those luxuries and fashionable amuse- 
ments, to which they were invited by opu- 
lence and impelled by inactivity ; thus by 
the indiscretion of a few did the Knights 
Templars lose a considerable share of those 
honours and that celebrity which they had 
so long enjoyed. 

But this relaxation of discipline and attach- 
ment to luxurious indolence were the only 
crimes, of which the Templars were guilty, 
and to men of honour and spirit like them, 
the forfeiture of popularity which was the 
consequence of their apostacy would be a 
sufficicnt punishment. 

This, however, was not the sentiment of 
Philip the fair, king of France ; that barba- 
rous monarch, iastigated by private revenge 
against some individuals of the order, en- 
couraged by the prospect of sharing in their 
ample revenues, and spurred on by a_ spirit 
which seldom resides in a human breast, im- 
prisoned in one day ill the Templars in 
France, mercly at the instance of two worth- 
less members of the order, who had been 
disgraced and punished by their superiors, 
for the enormities of their crimes; it was 
pretended by these base accusers, that the 
Templars abjured our Suviour, that they 
spit upon his cross, that they burned their 
children, and committed other atrocious 
crimes, from which the human mind recoils 
with horror, and which could have been per- 
petrated only by men so completely aban- 
doned as the informers themselves. 

Attend fora moment to the accusations 
which were brought against them, and you 
wiil find that they could scarcely come under 
the cognizance of the law as then understood, 
for most of their pretended crimes were 
committed against themselves, and not a- 
gainst society, 

Did they perpetrate murder upon any of 
their fellow citizens? 


This was never laid to their charge. 














Did they purioin any man’s treagure ? 
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Of theft they were never accused. 
they instigate to rebellion the subjects 
of any. government, or plot destruction 
against the person of any King? 

Under such a character they were never 
known, until Baruel called them traitors, 
and regicides, because, indeed, it was hie o- 
pinion that their successors the Free Ma- 
sons of France were accessary to the death 
of their King... 

What then were their crimes ? 

It was said that they burned their own in- 
fants, and yet an instance was never produ- 
ced in which the child ofa Templar had dise 
appeared, and in which the tenderness of a 
mother (as would most certainly have hap- 
pened) remonstrated against the murder of 
her child. 

They were said to have committed upon 
one another the most unnatural of all crimes, 
and yet no individual produced a specific 
instance which he could corroborate by in- 
dubitable proof — 

They were accused of insulting the cross 
of Christ, and yet they had shed theif blood 
in defence of his religion, 

Oi crimes like these one may conceive 
an individual to have been guilty, but to be- 
lieve that a respectable fraternity consisting 
of many thousands.of members of the most 
honourable and influential characters in the 
world, could be guilty of such enormities, 
requires a degree of faith, to which the 
most credu!ous will scarcely attain. 

Without summoning a single witness ; 
without examining a single Templar ; with- 
out consulting a single friend; without even 
knowing what the important discoveries 
were which the criminals had to make ; the 
French king determined on the destruction 
of the Templars ; on the destruction of an 
order whose Grand Master, the venerable 
Molay, had been his particular 2nd most inti- 
mate friend, and even the god-father of one 
of his children. E 

The Grand Master, and some other dic- 
nitaries of the order had made the most 
submissive acknowledgements to their unre- 
lenting persecutors, yet the influence they 
had over the minds of the vulgar, and their 
connection with many of the princes of Eu- 
rope rendered them formidable to thcir op- 
pressors. 

Aware of the danger to which bis charac- 
ter and person would be exposed, should he 
pardon the surviving Templars, the French 
monarch commanded the the Grand Master 
and his brethren to be led out to a scaffold 
erected for the purpose, and there to confess 
before the public the enormities of which 
their order had been guilty, and the justice 
of the punishment, which had been inflictea 
on their brethren. If they adhered to their 
former confessions a full pardon was prom- 
ised them; but if they should persist in 
maintaining their innocence they were 
threatened with destruction on a pile of wood 
which the executioners had erected iu their 
view to awe them into compliance 

While the multitude were standing round 
in awful expectation, ready, from the words 
of the prisoners, to justify, or condemn their 
king ; the venerable Molay, with a cheerful 
and undaunted countenance, advanced in 
chains te the edge of the scaffold and thus 
addressed the surrounding spectators. 

“Tris but just, that on this terrible day, 
and in the last moments of my life, I lay 
open the ingenuity of falsehood and make 
TRUTH to triumph. 

I declare then, in the face of Heaven and 
Earth, and 1 confess, though to my eternal 
shame and confusion, that I have committed 
the greatest of crimes ; but it is only in ac- 
knowledging those which have been charged 
with so much virulence upon an order which 
Truth obliges me to pronounce Innocent 

I made the first declaration they required 
of me, only to suspend the excessive tortures 
of the rack, and mollify those who made me 
endure them. I am sensible what torments 
they prepare for those who have courage to 
revoke such a confession, but the horrible 
sight which they present to my eyes 1s not 
capable of making me confirm one lie by 
another. Ona condition so infamous, I free- 
ly renounce life which is alteady but too 
odious to me. For what would it avail me 
to prolong a few miserable days, when I 
must owe them only to the blackest calum- 
nies.” : : 

In consequence of this manly revocation, 
the Grand Master and his ‘companions were 
hurried into the flames, where they retained 
that contempt of death, which they had ex- 
hibited on. former occasions. 


This mournful scene extorted tears from” 


the lowest of the vulgar. Four valiant 
Knights, whose charity and valour had pro- 
cured them the gratitude and applause of 
mankind, suffering without fear, the most 


t cruel and ignominious death, was, indecd, a 


spectacle calculated to excite emotions of 
pity in the hardest heart ; and every mind 
of sensibility will compassionate their suffer- 
ings, and curse the inhuman policy of Phil- 
lip the fair. 

The Templars were possesscd of the 
same corrupt nature and influenced by the 





same passions as their fellow mep. | 
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They were unquestionably. exposed to 
more strong and numerous temptations; but 
it was never proved.that they were traitors, 
child-murderers, regicides and infidels, 
and amidst all these accusations, we hear 
nothing of that valour which first raised the 
Templars to preeminence; nothing of that 
charity. and beneficence, which procured, 
them the respect of contemporaries ; noth- 
ing of that fortitude and patience which most 
of them exhibited on the rack and in the 


flames. In their case it has been but too 
true, that 


‘* The evil which men do lives after them ‘ 
The good is oft interred with their bones.” 


The. order of Knights Templars being 
thus suppressed, their ample revenues, and 
all their effects which had not been seized 
by Philip and his coadjutors, were confisca- 
ted by the Pope, and bestowed upon thé 
Knights of Rhodes, with whom they were 
afterwards incorporated. This important 


event happened at the commencement of 
the fifteenth century.

AN ANTIQUARIAN. 

“ And now the full time was come, where- 
in good king Edward exchanged this life for 
a better. (1066, Jan. 4.) Who, as he was 
famous for many personall Miracles, and: is 
reported to have entailed (by Heaven’s Con- 
sent) an hereditary Vertue on his successors* 
the Kings of England, (only with this con- 
dition that they continue constant in Chris- 
tianity) to cure the King’s evil. This Dis- 
ease, known to the Greeks by the name of 
wogedes, termed by Latines Struma, and 
Scrophulz, hath its Cause from Phlegm, its 
chief and common outward Residence, in or 
near the neck and throat, where it express- 
eth itself in Knobs, pregnant oftentimes with 
corrupted blood, and other putrifted matter, 
which on the breaking of those bunches, 
floweth forth equally offensive to Sight, 
smell, and touch.
